Proposal

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
may have snagged a viable 
option that will keep the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery open 
for the upcoming tourism 
season. 

In March, the Grayling 
Recreation Authority (GRA), 
which has operated the fish 
hatchery for several years, 
informed the board it no 
longer wanted to oversee 
Operations there because it 
was a lasing financial propo- 
sition. 

"Due to hard economic 
times and the expense of 
Operating and maintaining a 
102-year old facility, the 
Grayling Recreation 
Authority Board of Directors 
has decided not to continue, 
the operation of the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery,” said. 
Justin Andre, the Director of 


Operations for GRA. Page 3

Board OKs 
lease for 
museum

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners approved a lease for the 
Crawford Cotinty Museum grounds, which 
will allow a renovation of the museum to 
proceed, 

Crawford County and the Crawford 
County Historical Society entered into a 
10-year lease, which covers the use of the 
museum property and buildings, last week. 

Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo said Crawford County Historical 
officials approached the county, requesting 
help with a contract for museum renova- 
tions. 

Last November, the Crawford County 
Historical Society Board of Directors hired 
K & B Construction of Mio to place metal 
siding on the outside of the Crawford 
County Museum in downtown Grayling. 

The museum, a train depot built in 1882, 
was last painted in 1995, when the building 


community’s history and artifacts. 

As Compo began to research the con- 
tract, both parties agreed that a lease was 
needed to formalize their respective work- 
ing relationships. 

“We always operated under a gentle- 
men’s agreement, so this will clean things 
up,” Compo said. 

The lease for the museum grounds and 
building is for 10 years and will automati- 
cally be renewed year to year unless either 
party moves to terminate the pact.

Whether learning spelling 

or math, writing about baby 


chickens placed in a class- 


room incubator of playing 
the game “Angry Bids,” the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District has placed the latest 
technology right at the fin- 
gertips of young students. 
The school — district 
obtained 25 |-Pads for the 
kindergarten-first grade 
multiage class taught by 
Britt Tunney and Jessica 
Steffel. I-Pads are a line of 
tablet computers designed 
and marketed by Apple Inc., 
which are primarily used as 
a platform for audio-visual 
media including books, 
periodicals, movies, music, 
games, apps and web con- 


‘tent. Users can make selec- 


tions or move data on the 
tablet with their fingertips. 
The school — district 
received a $36,000 federal 
grant to pay for the I-Pads, a 
cart used to store, charge 
and secure the tablets and a 
laptop computer used to 


download apps and track 
student progress. The grant 
came through a Title Six 
Rural Education Assistance 
Program (REAP), — said 
Crawford AuSable Schools 
Superintendent Joe Powers. 

Although there are 40 stu- 
dents in the class, each stu- 
dent is assigned their own I- 
Pad. Students can choose 
any I-Pad when they are 
playing games, 

An app, such as a lic-tac- 
toe game, allows students to 
learn spelling and phonics. 
Other apps teach students 
math fundamentals. 

“We're still doing a lot of 
things that other first 
graders are doing, but we 
have this extra element, 
which helps out a_ lot,’ 
Steffel said. 

Students keep their own 
journals on the I-Pads to 
practice their writing skills. 
They can include pictures 
they have drawn for their 
journal entries and go back 
and review what they have 
written based on calendar 
dates on the I-Pad. 


Last week, the students 


were encouraged to write © 


about eggs, which have 
been placed in an incubator 
in the classroom. If every- 


thing goes right, baby 
chickens will hatch in 21 
days. 


Although Mya Jo Crowl 
was excited to have the 
incubator in the classroom, 
she choose to write about 
kittens that were born at her 
grandmother’s home and 
moving them to more suit- 
able surroundings. 

“You can tell it every- 
thing you did,” she said. 

The classes still have 
their traditional wallboards, 
where they have a calendar 
and days that have gone by 
in a month and special proj- 
ects such as tracking when 


‘the baby chickens will 


hatch. The students have 
their own calendars on the 
I-Pads, where they can do 
drawings to mark off the 
days. 

“Anything we do, they 
have their own copy, and

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Library seeks operating renewal

The Crawford County 
Board. of Commissioners 
last week approved ballot 
language for the Crawford 
County Library System, 
which will go on the Aug. 7 
primary election ballot. 

The library system is 
secking approval of a .4458 
mill renewal, which would 
be collected on all real and 
tangible personal property, 
for the purposes of library 
operations. 

The millage is less than 
the .45 mill, which was 


approved by voters in 2004, 
to fund library operations. 
Crawford County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley said 
the millage has been 
reduced by the Headlee 
Amendment, which 
requires tax levies to be cut 
to account for inflation. 
Library and county offi- 
cials are seeking to renew 
the millage at its current 
rate rather than seeking an 
increase and renewal to 


avoid confusion at the 
polls. 
The - renewal, which 


would be collected for 


eight years, would raise 
$234,350 in the first year. 

- The millage supports the 
operation of the Devereaux 
Memorial Crawford 
County Library in Grayling 
and branch locations jn 
Frederic and Lovells. The 
branch library at the Beaver 
Creek Township Hall was 
closed due to lack of use by 
patrons, 

If approved, the owners 
of a home with a $50,000 
taxable value would contin- 
ue to pay $22.30 in taxes 
per year.

Compo was contacted by 
Danicl Vogler from the 
Harrietta Hills Trout Farm, 
who has an interest in operat- 
ing the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery. 

Vogler is friends with Jerry 
Kahn, the owner of 
Cedarbrook Trout Farms 
based in Harrisville. Kahn, 
who supplied trout to the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery, is 
retiring. He informed Vogler 
of the possibility to provide 
fish for the hatchery. 

Harrietta Hills Trout Farm 
is a family owned and oper- 
ated trout farm located about

Under terms of the lease, 
the county will maintain lia- 
bility insurance on the prop- 
erty and all buildings on the 
property. 

The Historical Society 
will be responsible for 
insuring the contents of all 
buildings and historical arti- 
facts not stored in a build- 
ing.

Compo and Vogler met at 
the fish hatchery. Vogler 
measured the length and 
depth of the raceways, where 
the fish are kept. 

Harrietta Hills Trout Farm 
is located on Slagle Creek, 
which is a high quality trout 
fishing steam in northwest 


. Michigan. - Mutha tints 
Vogeler hopes to manage 


the hatchery on the AuSable 
River, with the recreation 
and historical interests in 
mind, as well as redevelop 


ihe production capacity of 


the facility for commercial 
aquaculture purposes. 

“We are familiar with the 
unique issues that these fac- 
tors can involve and we are 
open to working in coopera- 
tion with the county to devel- 
op a mutually beneficial, 
long-term agreement,” 
Vogler said. . 

Compo said returning the 
fish hatchery to its original 
purpose could bring three to 
four jobs to the community. 

The county would have to 
get approval from the 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) to have 
another entity operate the 
fish hatchery.. Vogler would 
have to comply with 
Michigan Department of 


Environmental Quality regu- 
lations. 

“We both have a number 
of hurdles to climb,” Compo 
said, 

Although added jobs 
would be nice, County 
Commission Scott Hanson 
said maintaining public 
access is paramount, 

“The key to set this up 
with Harrietta Hills is it has 
to be open to the public,” 
Hanson said. “We have to be 
able to take our grandkids 
there, at least in the summer 
months.” 


Compo’ said that Vogler 


would operate the fish hatch- 
ery year round. 

“You’re talking about an 
industrial operation so there 
is going to be limitect access 
in some form,’ Compo said. 

Last week, the board 
agreed to entertain a formal 
proposal from Vogler at its 
next meeting scheduled to be 
held at 5:30 p.m. on 
Thursday, May 10. 

In 1914, Grayling lumber 
baron Rasmus Hanson pur- 
chased Jand on the AuSable 
River, collected donations 
from friends and local fisher- 
men and established the pri- 
vate hatchery where they 
hoped to raise grayling from 
eggs and release them into 
the wild. 

Hanson and his friends 
failed to save the native fish, 
whose habitat was destroyed 
by floating logs down the 
river to local lumber mills, 
but their work with brook 
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and brown trout succeeded. 

Grayling residents banded 
together in the early 1980s 
and received permission 
from the DNR to open the 
hatchery after it had been 
closed for several years. 

Thousands of — school 
groups, tourists and residents 
visit the hatchery every sum- 
mer. 

The Fish Hatchery 
Committee completed a pro- 
ject to restore the fish hatch- 
ery grounds through a 
$464,000 DNR grant in 
2005. 
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NOBODY SHOULD have been 
surprised last week when the 
Michigan State Board = of 
Canvassers failed to approve peti- 
tions seeking to rein in emergency 
management of local governments 
facing fiscal disaster. 

That’s because the whole thing 
has become strongly partisan. 

Democrats want the new law 
repealed, and Republicans don’t. 

The state board charged with 
deciding these things is bi-parti- 
san, with two Republican mem- 
bers, two Democratic members. 

It wasn’t a question about signa- 
tures submitted. With 161,305 
required to repeal the law adopted 
last year, supporters collected 
more than 200,000. 

The problem centered on the 
size of type used on those peti- 
tions. State law requires the head- 
ing to be in 14 point type. For 
comparison, most newspaper copy 
is presented in 10 or [2 point type. 

Republican canvassers said the 
type wasn't large enough. 
Democrat canvassers said it was. 
Lawyers and printers argued on 
both sides.

TO THE CASUAL observer of 
state and local government activi- 
ties, the whole scenario might 
seem confusing. 

A couple of basic questions are 
at stake here. One involves some 
fundamental principles of repre- 
sentative government, where vot- 
ers decide who should run local 


* governments. 


A second question of a bit lesser 
concern involves rights of labor 
unions, which were heavily 
involved in procuring enough peti- 
tions to qualify for the November 
ballot. 

In 1990, the legislature adopted 
the original emergency manager 
law which permits the governor to 
send an outside manager to take 
over operations of cities or school 
districts which run into financial 
problems which their Jocal leader- 


ship has npt been able to solve. 
The idea basically is to forestall 
outright bankruptcy of local units, 
and to force hard choices often 
vital to come out of financial 
crises, 

In 2011, with Michigan econo- 
my still sour and more and more 
cities and school districts deluged 
with seemingly insoluble financial 
problems, urged by Republican 
Gov. Rick Snyder a tougher law 


law. 

The new law grants much 
stronger powers to a state-appoint- 
ed outside emergency manager, 
including overruling decisions of 
locally elected officials and vacat- 


ing existing labor contracts with 


public workers. 

So far, under the 2011 law, 
emergency managers have becn 
sent to the cities of Pontiac, Flint, 
Ecorse and Benton Harbor, and 
school districts in Detroit, 
Highland Park and Muskegon 
Heights.

SOME BASIC ideas about gov- 
ernment are in conflict here. 

Our entire government structure 


was adopted to replace the 1990 


in this country is based on the con- 
sent of the governed, as expressed 
at the ballot box. 

Citizens elect councils and may- 
ors and school boards to represent 
them in operation of government 
functions, and these elected offi- 
cials make decisions on what city 
and school districts do. If citizens 
are not satisfied, they can make 

‘ changes by electing different peo- 
ple with different ideas to run their 
cities and schools. 

Emergency manager laws 
diminish this expression of gov- 
ernment by consent of the gov- 
ered. 

On the other hand, the governor 
and state officials also have some 
level of responsibility in assuring 
that citizens are protected from 
their own folly. 

if locally elected officials prove 
by their actions ~ or lack of action 
— that they are not capable of oper- 
ating their governments in ways 
that properly benefit their citizens, 
should the state stand by and allow 
catastrophe to occur? 

At what point — if ever — do 
elected officials on the state level 
have the right and even the obliga- 


tion to take action for what they 


deem to be the greater good? 


Public employees and_ their 
labor unions have a stake in this 
quandary, too. If non-elected state 
officials come in from the outside 
with the authority and even the 
obligation to abrogate negotiated 
contracts covering working condi- 
tions and pay levels, then what 
value has the negotiating process 
in the first place? 

The end purpose of the emer- 
gency manager system is to install 
efficiency and sound management 
in operations of cities and school 
districts which have demonstrated 
just the opposite. 

Is efficiency worth the price to 
our basic principles of self-govern- 
ment? 

And if not an emergency manag- 
er with out-sized powers to get 
local governments back on the 
right track, is there any better 
answer? .

The closings were not 
part of Gov. Rick Snyder’s 
recommended budget but 
were added during the 
House Appropriations 
Committee review. 

The full House approved 
the provision and the budget 
is awaiting Senate action. 

Rep. Dave Agema, R- 
Grandville, said private 
facilities can provide the 
same service at lower costs 
than state facilities. 

“It is very expensive. We 
are talking about only 90- 
100 kids. Privates can pro- 
vide them with the same 
services at half the price,” 
he said. 

Juveniles between the 
ages of 12 and 21 are placed 
in those facilities by a judge 
as punishment for commit- 
ting a crime. 

Agema said closing of al! 
three facilities would save 
the state about $21.3 mil- 
lion. 

Karen Tighe, president of 
the Michigan Probate 
Judges Association, said she 
is concerned about the abil- 
ity of private companies to 
provide an environment that 
is of comparable quality to 
public facilities. 

“About 70 percent of chil- 
dren in public facilities pre- 
viously repeatedly failed 
placement in private facili-

ties due to severe mental or 
emotional problems. The 
private facilities can’t han- 
dle or don’t want to handle 
them,” said Tighe, a judge 
in Bay County, 

According to Tighe, pri- 
vate companies are prof- 
it-motivated and, as result, 
more likely to cut corners to 
increase profit margins that 
can negatively affect the 
quality of services. 

“Privates have less capac- 
ity to deal with hard-to-han- 
dle kids. To expand their 
capacily means to hire new 
stuff. Traditionally, we have 
seen them hire younger peo- 
ple, who have less experi- 
ence in dealing with severe 
cases,” she said. 

The juvenile justice facil- 
ities are Bay Pines Center in 
Escanaba, W.J Maxcy Boys 


Training School in 
Whitmore Lake and 
Shawono Center in 
Grayling. 


“If they close a facility in 
the Upper Peninsula or any- 
thing close to the Michigan 
border, kids would have to 
travel hundreds of miles 
from their home communi- 
ty, which makes it difficult 
for parents to participate in 
their treatment,” Tighe said. 

Nick Ciaramitaro, direc- 
tor of legislation and public 
policy at the Michigan 
American Federation of 
State, County and 
Municipal Employees 
(AFSCME), said private 
and public juvenile facilities 
provide different services, 
and the promise of saving 
money is misleading. 

AFSCME is the union 
representing employces at 
the facilities. 

“We can’t compare 
apples to oranges. These

facilities calculate the per 
diems differently. Public 
facilities deal with severe 
cases and provide intensive 
treatment, rehabilitation and 
medication differently,” he 
said, 

According to 
Ciaramitaro, services shift- 
ed to private facilities still 
would carry the same 
expense for staff and ade- 
quate programs, 

“We are talking about 
juveniles responsible for 
criminal conduct like mur- 
ders and sexual conduct. 
Private facilities need to be 
well-equipped to handle 
them. We don’t want to sec 
these kids end up on the 
street or in adult prisons,” 
he said. 

Al Hart, director of the 
Police Academy at 
Northwestern Michigan 
College, said violent youth 
must receive proper ser- 
vices or they will never be 
able to function in society 
properly. 

“Most of the kids placed 
in public facilities are as 
violent as adults. Whoever 
thought to make cuts to the 
state’s facilitics doesn’t 
realize we are dealing with 
severe cases. Privatization

will cut money but also cut 
professional staff, proper 
{reatment and public protec- 
tion,” he said, 

Hart, who has worked 
with hard-to-handle juve- 
niles, said without intensive 
treatment many failed, caus- 
ing a threat to public safety. 

“Most of them have 
severe mental problems and 
it is impossible to even 
transport them to court 
without the support of pro- 
{fessional psychiatrists,” he 
said, 

According to the 
Michigan Mental Health 
Association in Southfield, 
about 80 percent of the 
juveniles in public facilities 
have severe mental condi- 
tions, 

Mark Reinstein, director 
of the association, said his 
organization is not against 
private’ juvenile facilities 
but itis important that legis- 
lators consider the practical 
side of closure. 

“It is too much and too 
soon. There wasn’t any pub- 
lic discourse on this topic 
and | hope that we will hear 
more testimony to ensure 
the safe and appropriate 
work of juvenile correction 
facilities,” Reinstein said.
